Even his bit- 
terest political enemy would not deny him 
sympathy or fail to offer prayers for his re- 
covery.” ; 

Tho Free Press says editorially regarding the 
situation: “Was it with the view of pre- 
venting a stampede from the party ranks 
that the ministerial organé announced that 
Sir Charles Tupper would not be sent for to 
act as promier during Sir John Macdonald's 
illness, or did Sir Hector Langevin kick 
against the proposal to ignore bis claims to 
the party leadership?” 

Hon, David Mills, M, P., gave it as his 
opinion this morning, that in the event of Sir 
John's death, the ministers would not have 
to resign and appeal to the people before ac- 
cepting office under a new chief. Hoe said 
that the law was still in force that allows a 
minister to resume office within thirty days 
after his resignation, without re-election. 
‘The only change made in the law after the 
“Double Shufile,” was that this could not bo 
dono if any other minister intervened, 

“Take a suppositious case,” he was asked, 
“Suppose Sir Charles Tapper were called upon 
to form a Ministry, and could not reach hers 
for two weeks, could Parliament sit in the 
meantime?” - 

“Tt could,” replied Mr. Mills, “but it would 
not be likely to, Sir Charles might do as 
Sir Robert Peel did when Lord Melbourne 
was beaten in 1834. Sir Wharles was travol- 
ing on the continent and the Duke of Wel- 
lington lead the Ministry until he could 
reach London; thus Sir Charles might dele 
gato his duties to Sir John Thompson, until 
he could arrive.”

Dr. Wright's Summary. 

Dr. Wright when seen at midnight after 
the final .consultation for the dey and the 
issue of the last bulletin, stated that the 
marvelous vital forces which have evabled 
the Premior to so long maintain his strug ie 
for life are undergoing a process of slow but 
sure decay, He passed a far better day than 
yesterday, but there was no real indication 
of permanent improvement. His condition 
has from first to last confirmed the 
diagnosis taken on the day ho was 
stricken with paralysis. The end may come 
at any time, but, unless be is subject to 
another of the heart depressions which were 
so characteristic of his condition yesterday, 
thero is no reason to suppose that he will not 
last out the night. The condition of the 
patient at midnight was simply this: no 
hope. 

Yhere has been none from the beginning, 
and this evening the evidences of decreasing 
vitality are more pronounced than they have 
yet been. 

Some of His Last Words, 

On Friday last Senator Sullivan went

Great excitement was caused yesterda 
around Corbyville when it became know n 
that Nelson Hawley, who lives on the 
old Fuller homestead, fifth concession of 

| Thurlow bad committed suicide by hang- 
ing himself. 

Nothing unusual had been 
the demeanor o: the deceased to indicate 
such an intention on his part, He arose 
at his usual time in the morning and was 
cheerful and in as good spirits as he or- 
dinarily was. Shortly after breakfast he 
started back towards the woods and on 
the way passed by where a neighbor was 
working in the field, Mr, Hawley jumped 
over the fence and chatted a while with 
him, and then left saying that he was 
going to the woods to get some hemlock 
bark. ‘That was the last that was seen of 
him alive. - 

Lie did not return to dinner, but noth: 
ng was thought of that as he often 
took dinner with some neighbor, but as 
the afternoon wore away and still he did 
not appear, the family became anxious, 
and the daughter, having a presentment 
that something was wrong, started for the 
woods. the bush she seemed 
drawn as by some impulse. to the west- 
ward of the road that runs through itjand 
walked directly to the spot where hung 
the lifeless body of her father. She gave 
the alarm at once and the body was cut 
down and taken to the house. ‘This would 
be between three and four o'clock in the 
afternoon.

The woods in which the hanging took 
place was at the rear end of the farm, over 
a quarter of a mile from the house. Phe 
deceased had apparently got up on a rock 
about four feet eh, and tied the rope—a 
common halter rope—to & limb, and then 
swung himself off Or he may have 
climbed from the rock into the tree and 
jumped down. Ashe hung his toes would 
just graze a stone on the ground as he 
swung to and fro, 

No motive can be assigned for the fatal 
act. The deceased’s family relations 
have always been ofa pleasant character, 
he was in comfortable circumstances 
financially, his health was good and in 
every way he was evidently ina_ position 
to enjoy life in peace and comfort. In 
late years, however, it had been noticed ; 
that heacted in 9 rather peculiar way 
sometimes, and it is more than probable 
that the act was committed while he was 
laboring under some hallucination or in a 
moment of temporary. insanity. 

"The deceased was 69 years of age, and 
was one of the most respected men in 
Thurlow township. He was widely known ~ 
throughout all this vicinity and no one 
has tor him any other than words of the 
highest esteem and most sincere regard, 
and no event that has ever neppene in 
this county has ever occasioned more real 
regret and many warm expressions of 
sympathy are expressed for the family in 
this doubly sad bereavement.

Radolive Doos His Work Well-What Oe 


owrred During tho Night—The Pris 
omer Calm aud Submissive,

LIORIGINAL, Ont, June 4.—Narcisse 
Larocque was swung into eternity at 8:06 
this. morning, paying in his death the 
penalty of one of the most atrocious crimes 
ever perpetrated in America, the cold- 


blooded murder and outrage of the two 
little McGonigle girls in Cumberland, 
Russel county, Ont, just eight nonths ago 
October last. He died without saying & 
word, and without the faintest sign of fear, 
He made no confession, The execution 
was probably the most expeditious on 
record, Exactly five minutes from the 
time the hangman pinioned his 
arms he was out of the world 

The prisoner passed a 
Father Berube was with him tll midnight. 


quiet night, 


The low chanting of the mass was most 
impressive. ‘Just at midnight the 
priest and nuns retired, Larcoque who had 
appeared much affected by the service was 
left to his own reflection, bu: not for long 
as the turnkey soon appeared with razor 
and shaving materials and the prisoner 
was soon under its keen edge for the last 
time. Atfirst he was allowed to shave 
himself, but after the sentence was pass: 
ed that privilege was taken from him. 
After the shaving the prisoner was put 
into his cell for the remainder of the 
night. He lay down leaving on nis trous- 
ers and in afew minutes was asleep and

his cell. Hehadnot been awake lon, 

before the priest was again with him | 
the solemn religious Ceremony was re- 
commenced. This waskept up till 7 o'clock

He partook sparingly at 7.80, Father 
Berube and the nuns returned and the 
final rites were commenced, The prison- 
er knelt beside the priest, his head bowed 
and his cyes filled with tears, but he 
showed no signs of fear. At five minutes 
to eight the sheriff warned the priest to 
repare and five minutes later, exactly at 
8, hangman Kadclive, entered the cell 
cartying in his hand the strap to pinion 
the prisoner's arms, Larocque who was 
watching the door nodded gravely to him 
at the same time casting a quick glance 
over him. He then let his eyes fall to the 
round, At a signal from the sheriff 
Radcliffe pinioned the prisoner's aris. 
Larocque was most submissive and even 
helped in the adjustment of the strap. 
The priest spoke a few low words in 
French tothe prisoner at the same time 
a crucifix in his hand. 

Another signal and the death march to 
the gallows began. The sheriff walked 
first followed by jailer Cameron and turn- 
key, then came Larocque with Father 
Berube on the left and thehangman on the 
nght. The procession was slow and 
solemn, Thecondemned man kept his 
eyes on the ground, but showed no signs 
of weakening. The priest read prayers in 
a low tone as they walked, arrived at the 
gallows which was constructed like Kane's 
of two upright beams and cross pieces, 
with a 860 Ib weight at the slde, the pris- 
oner being raised into the air instead of 
drepping. Larocque took the place with- 
out a word and without any show of ner- 
vousness. No time was lost. As soon 
as Fe was in position the priestb gan the 
Lord’s prayer in French, Radclive placed 
the noosefover his head and then drew on 
the black cap. Even at this terrible or- 
deal when all the world was shut from 
him the prisoner kept up his wonderful 
nerve. 

Not a muscle of his face moved nor was 
there asign in any of his limbs that the 
ordeal was telling upon him. He met 
death in the samecold blooded manner 
he had inflicted it upon his youthful vic- 
tims. As the priest reached the words in 
the Lord’s prayer “Thy will be done” 
Radclive let go the rope that held the big 
weight and itfell with a sickening thud 
and the next second the body “was flung 
in theair. The struggle was not lohg, 
the deadly writhing motion lasted only a 
few seconds and then all was still.

Gonigle in Oct. 7th last at Cumberland. 
Larocque followed the girls home from 
school overtaking themin a lonely bush 
amile from the village. He evi- 
dently made wrong propositions to the 
girls and they refusing he —torced 
them. In doing this he choked one of the 
girls so far that she died, and seeing what 
he had done, and knowing what would 
result if he let the other one go home he 
tricd to cover his first crime by foully 
murdering the other. That he did this in 
cold blood wasevidenced from the manner 
in which he arranged the bodies, smooth- 
iug the clothes, laying the school books in 
their laps. He went about his work as 
usual, believing that no one had seen him 
do the deed, but Ben Barnhardt, a cow 
herder, had seen him enter the woods 
with the girls. Others had seen him fol- 
lowing them before that. The bodies were 
not found tilltwo davs afterwards. He 
never denied or admitted his guilt. He 
wasa stout mah of bright, passionate 
nature, and previous to this had atiempted 
assaults on little girls. He had lived in the 
locality since his childhood and apart 
from his lascivious nature there 
is nothing against him.

EXAMINED, 


Another Day of the 1 
Trial—Sir Charles Russell's scathing 
Devunciation of the Plaintit—a Bad 
Vutlook For Baronet Cau ge. 


Lonpon, Juno 5,—The baccarat case was 
resumed this morning, The baccarat coun- 
tors were passod over to the jury for inspoo- 
tion, Mrs, Lycott Groen was agaiu called to 
tho witnow box and the cross-exarmination of 
tho lady, which was yesterday loterrupted 
by adjournment, was resumed by Sir Ed- 
ward Clarke, The witness, who was fally 
as solf-possomod as slo ind shown herself to 
bo during the ordeal of yesterday, was (un 
crowroxamination taken over the old ground 
of the arrangement of the day, tho dispoal- 
tion about ib of the guosts and discovery of 
the cheating by Sir Wililans Gordon Cum- 
ming. 

In the midst of this work of repetition, 
Bir Edward abruptly turned upon the win 
hess with the question, “Are you acquainted 
with or do you know of a man vatmod 
Bowles!  Witoess replied very  poals 
tively in the negative, and was thon allowed 
to step out of the hox 

The Hosts Toatiiier, 

Tho defence then calle) Mra, Arthur Wil 
ton, tho Tranby Croft Hostess and a party 
defendant to tho suit, Witness tostified that 
pho distiuotly recollooted having observed 
her son looking at hor with a puzzle | expres: 
sion from tine to tine during Luo progress of 
tho game of baccaraton Sept 8, Later her 
son informed her that he had seen the platur 
tiff, Sir Wiillam Gordon Cumming, cheat at 
play. Then thero cameo 4 todlous throating 
over of the testimony of previous witnesses, 
Mrs, Wilson agroed on all material points 
with the olvoumstauces aud dotailsof the 
play as before related. When her son ine 
formed her of the detection by him of Sir 
William's dishonest play, wituess sald to 
him, ‘You must not meption it, We must 
not have axcandal in our house.” Passing 
on tothe events of the sepond evening of 
play, Sept, 9, witvess swore that she 
had on thet occasion noticed woluing atrango 
until she had received a ote from Mr, 
Lycott Green, who left the room, The note 
declared the writer had seen plalatiff cheat, 
aod that he could not remain in the room, 
and that something should be dono to stop 
the game, Witness recollected hearing 
plaintiff asking the banker, the Prince of 
Wales, to pay him £10for a counter which 
he claimed had been oyorjgoked, Witness 
also remembered hearing the Prince say on 
that occasion that he wished people would 
place thelr atakes whore they could be seen. 
The Prince had spoken jn the tone of a man 
who was w#eriously annoyed. Onoo, subse- 
quently, witness had seen the plaintiff push 
a £10 counter over the chalk line so openly 
that she wondered that none of the others 
appeared to have observed the action. 

Witness was then turued over to the pro- 
secution for cross-examination, representa- 
tives of which emulated the courtesy of Sir 
Charles in their manner of receiving the 
lady, Heplying to the first question of coun 
sel in cross-oxaminuation, she declared that 
she did not sign a paper pledging secreoy as 
to the baccarat discovery. Sho however ad- 
mitted that the Prince of Wales had appeal- 
ed to her to say nothing of the matter. 

Inreply to a question by Sir Edward 
Clarke witness said that her husband had 
objected to baccarat being played in his 
house only because he feared that play might 
become too high. When asked why she had 
not told the Prince that her husband object- 
ed to baccarat being played there she replied; 
“I did not do so because we were such a staid, 
non-gambling party that I did nob think 
much harm could come from the little play 
indulged in,” 

She kept her self-possession fairly well 
throughout this part of thewxamination, but 
was visibly annoyed at the loud titter that 
greeted her quaint reason for disobeying ber 
husband's injunction, 


Played With a Cheat, 


In response to questions by plaintiff's coun- 
sel witness was forced to admit that she had 
sat at play on the second night, Sept, 9, with 
& guest whom she had heard solemnly de- 
nounced as a cheat. 

Here counsel plied ber with question after 
question, @ course that sumewhatconfused 
her. At last she was asked point blank, 
"Why did you in your own house, where it 
was your duty to protect your guests, sit at 
play with a man whom you had heard called 
common cheat?” 

To the utter amazement of, overyone pre- 
sent witness replied; “I had put it out of m: 
mind, I bad lot of other matters to th: 
about,” 

To say that this episode created a sensation 
is putting it mildly indeed. Asked whether 
she had seon Sir William cheat, witness re- 
plied, "Yes, unfortunately, without doubt,” 
This concluded-the cross-examiuation of Mrs, 
Wilson. 


Lord Coventry's Evidence. 

After the cross-examination of Mrs. Wilson 
hud been finished the defence called Lord Co- 
vebtry, who with Gen. Williams drew up the 
incriminating document which was signe 
by the plaintiff. Witness stated that when 
on the evening of Sept. 10 Mr. Lycett Green 
made the communication tohim which was 
afterwards repeated in the presence of Gen. 
Williams and Mr, A. Stanley Wilson he had 
felt, as those gentlemen subsequently felt, 
that the Prince of Wales, haviny |oug hon- 
ored the plaintiff? with his frivudship, they 
could not allow the Prince w continue that 
friendship without putting him iu possession 
of what they knew of Sir William’s conduct 
during the games of Sept. 8 and 9, 

Continuing, witness relatad the ciroum- 
stances of the notorious interview with Sir 
William When witness told plaintiff of the 
nature of the accusation against him the

sat down and took from a South Carolin- 
ian dying in a barn at Boonesville his last 
message to his wife and mother and child, 
it sounded just like a niessage that o 
northern man dying far from home would 
send to his wife and mother and child, 
And when I picked up from the battle 
field of Antietam the fragmentof a letter 
which I have somewhere yet, forthe name 
and the address were torn off, Isaw it was 
the words of a wife to her husband telling 
him how the little child prayed for their 
fatherevery night that he might not get 
hurt in the battle and might come home 
sound and come home well, but that if 


anything happened to them they might | 


all meet again in the world where there 
are no partings, it read just asa northern. 
wife would write to a husband away 
from home and in peril conveying the 
messages of little children. Oh, yes; they 
were honest on both sides, And those 
who lived to get home and are living yet 
were just as honest, and ought they not 
for the suffering they endured have a 
coronal of some kind? 

Yea, there was courage on both sides, 
They who were at the front knew that, 
When the war opened the south called 
the northern men ‘“mudsills,” and the 
north called the southern men “‘brag- 
garts” and “pompous nothings,” but 
after a few battles nothing more was 
said about northern ‘mudsills’. and 
southern ‘‘braggarts.”

of our hearts, For nearly fifty years bo has 
directed the public affairs of this country. 
He was, among the fathers of Coufederation, 
the most prominent avd distinguished, He 
put bis whole soul into that great under- 
taking, knowing full well that the confedera- 
tion of all tho British North American 
provinces would give to our peopie a country 
and institutions to be proud of and to the 
Empire not only a right arm But a great and 
safe bighway to her Indian and other 
possessions. Ho told ine more than ouce how 


gratoful he was the people of 
Canada to have allowed him te 
have consummated that great work, The 
fact is love for Canada was 


egual to thathe had for his own Mother 
Country, Mr, Speaker, when the historians 
of Canada write the history of the last 50 
years they will have to writo the life of Sir 
obn Macdonald, and in writing bis life they 
may not agree with all his public acts, but 
they canuot fail to say that he was a great 
man, a most distinguished statesmag_and 
that bis whole life was spent in tho service of 
hi; country, dying in the midst of bis official 
duties, not baying a day’s reat before he 
pussed to a better world. I heed not 
express, Mr. Speaker, my own personal feel- 
ings. Having spent balf of my life with 
him as bis foliower and his friend his de- 
parture is the same us if I lost balf of my 
existence, I remember how devoted 
he was not only to the old 
province of Canada, but how chivalrous he 
showed himself to the Province of Quebec 
aud especially to my French-Canadian coun- 
trymen. He had only a word to say, and 
instead of being af the bead of a smo}l band 
of 17 Upper Caunda members, he would have 
all the reproseutatives of his province bebind 
him, but as he told ine several times he pre- 
ferrod to be just to his French compatriots and 
allies, und the result was that when Confed- 
eration camo the Province of Quebec had 
confidence in Liu, and ou his death-bed our 
great chief could see that his just policy has 
secured peace and happiness to all, 

Mr, Speaker, 1 would bave wished to con- 
tinue to speak of our dear departed friend 
and have spoken to you about bis gooduess 
of heart, the witness of which I have bean so 
often, but I feel that I must stop. My hoart 
is full of tears, I cannot proceed further, I 
movo that in the opinion of this House tho 
mortal remains of the Right Hon, Sir John A. 
Macdonald, G.C.B., should be publicly in- 
terred, and that this House will concur iu 
giving to the coremouy a fitting degres of 
solemnity aud importance.

THE TRIAL,

Lonpon, Juno 10.—Ali the world and his 
wife aro talking of tho vordlot pronounced 
yostorday fn the Queen's Boneh Division of 
tho High Court of Justice, which vordiet, in 
bo many words, declares that Sir William 
Gordon Cumming, until now an “oltlcor and 
4 gentloman,” {# socially and militarily do 
gradod for having choated at cards ina garno 
of baccarat playod at Tranby Croft last 
Boptember, 

Thore i no getting away from tho fact 
that Lord Coleridge's charge was doad 
agalost Cumming. Perhaps, considering the 
unanimity of the evidence, this could not 
havo been otherwise, but Caumming's friends 
hopod Lord Coleridge would at loast allow 
some portion of the alry structure of do 
fenco, whioh Sir Edward Clarke orectod with 
such consummate skill, to stand, It warn 
vain hopo, for Lord Coloridge demolished it 
with as much oaso and as little compunction 
nan ohild in the nursovy kicks over ite house 
of toy-brioks, Cumming ovidently xaw from 
tho outsot how tho stroam was runnlug, Ho 
lost for a fow moments the alr of easy com 
posure which ho had maintained throughout 
the trial, turned In his seat, lookod steadi ly 
for several sooonds at enol mombor of tho 
jury, then be shut bis teoth, folded his arma 
and awaited bis fate with the stolelam of a 
trained soldier, 

If the talk of the jurors after leaving tho 
court room is to be belleved their minds were 
made up before Lord Coloridgo bogan to aay 
anything at all, His charge wasn mere 
waste of time so far as influencing the ver 
dict waa concorned, On tho firat ballot every 
juror but ono declared unhoultatingly for the 
dofondants, and this one frankly admitted 
that he could soarcely give a verdict for the 
plaintiff in face of such evidence, but intl 
mated that he would lke to discover somo 
way of lotting Cumming down onsy. The 
jury was out only 13 minutes, 

A quite difforont reception awalted Solicl- 
tor Lowls and the dofondanta In the action, 
As they came fromthe court-room {nto the 
corridor the crowd hissed, hooted and 
jostled so menacinely that they all dodged 
{nto Justice North's court until arrance- 
monta could be made to cet them out of tho 
building withont furthor annovance, This 
was a small affair of itsolf, but it noonrately 
ropresonts the popular fasting over tho do- 
grading spectacle the Princo and his aswell 
set have mado of thomselves in this case, 
Without attempting to shut thelr eyes to the 
evidonce that Cumming ohoated, they be 
lieve that the trap that the Prince and bis 
associates snbsequontly laid for him was un- 
sportsmaniike and unfriondly, 

Tho fooling was shown In a marked man- 
ner at Ascot to-flay, when the news renchod 
there, By some blunder tho first despatch 
received thero sald that tho verdict was 'n 
Cumminge’s favor, When this nows reachod 
Tattersall's inclosure, all the snorting men 
cheerad, especially the bookmakers who had 
put their money on this result or on a dis- 
agreoment. A few minutos later, when the 
first report was corracted by a despatch stat- 
ing that Cumming had lost his ease, the jeers 
of the crowd were too nIninly audible to the 
Prince as he chatted with his friends in the 
royal inclosure. 

Now that the soal of silonco {fs removed 
from tho press and public, the Prince will 
soon learn what the people of England think 
of the part that royalty has played in this 
Tranby-Croft business. Already ono re- 
ligions body in Walos has pronounced Ita 
protest against the position in which the heir 
to the throne fs revealed, 

“Tay Pay” Aan Morvitat 


T. P. O'Connor leads off, for the demo- 
cratic press, with the following strong lan- 
guage in his new newspaper: 

“Tt is not, of course, this mere single 
ganje in one country-house that arcounts 
for the feeling of dismay in some circles, of 
disvust in others, which this caso is ex- 
citing. It {s that this small incident is a 
symptom sidoelight into the whole region 
of darkness, Beyond doubt the society of 
London is not improving; on the contrary, 
itis deteriorating, and deteriorating more 
every day. Gambling is more rampant; ad- 
venturers with monoy gained heaven knows 
how, find easter acceptance and more social 
distinction. Wealth is not only’getting more 
vulgar but more potent, and finally there is 
a profound change in the way in which 
society in the upper classes, or in the middle 
classes that are trying to reach the uppor 
crust, looks at some of the worst breaches 
of private morality. It really does look as if 
wo wore coming to. reign of adventur- 
ers and adventuresses in London, There 
will always be vice; thoro will always 
be folly; young mon will rnin themselves at 
tho card table; tholr olders will take advant- 
age of their youth and of thelr inoxmrlenca: 
society will always bo ready te we! to 
its drawing-room the sama kind ¢f wom 
that, in othor circles and under diff ont cir 
cumstances, ia sent to the pavement and ends 
in the river, But all those things In such 1 
country as England depond very much on 
tho oxamnle set by thoso on the tirone ant 
close to it.” 

England's Degradation. 

“Tt {s a sad confession to have to make,but 
undoubtedly itis true that servility to roy- 
alty has reached a pitch in England that is 
a dogradation to tha country nnd that 
marks us out among all people of tho world 
as a nation of snobs, tondies and tuft. 
hunters. Wosee ladies of the highest sta- 
tion ready to perform forthe Qnoon dutios 
that should be left to cooks and chamber- 
maids, Our most venerated statesmon, in 
the evening of their days, aro com- 
pelled to make long journeys for the 
purposo of going through empty formal- 
ities, and the Sovereign is considered justt 
fled in drawing the most magnificont Civil 
List in the whole world and at the same 
time neglecting nearly every duty of soy- 
ereignty. Of late years the Prince of Wales 
bas succeeded in establishing over social 
London a despotism, the complotencss of 
which nobody outside society can fully ap- 
preciate, and it ig not a despotism for the 
good, He sooms to surround himself, by pre- 
ference not with the best but with the weak* 
est elemonts of society, 


“Tt is time someone should call attention 
to tho moral deterioration which ia coming 
over London and English society asa result, 
Wo live {n days when eyen crowns and 
ilynastics nre not above digenssion und are 
hot safe from destruction, The springtidys

Mark Twain, in his travels throuch Ger- 
many, frequently attended concerts.

WITHOUT A PRECEDENT. 
Tho Momorial Service to Sir John Mo- 
donald in Wostininster Abbey— 

Lonpon; Juno 14.—Tho service in West- 
minster Abbey in memory of Sir John Mac. 
donald is a tribute which bas no precedent. 
No colonial statesman has ever before boon 
thus honored. The Queen, the Prince of 
Wales and Princess Louise sent ropresenta- 
tives, and so did the people of Great Britain, 
in the persons of the Speager of the House of 
Commons and muny mon of; distinction. The 
First Lord of tho Treasury and Secretary of 
State for the Colonies were there for the 
Government, and a multitude of officials 
from other colonies were presont, Sir John 
Macdonald's death has called forth praise 
from the British press of a kind seldom be- 
stowed on a colonial leader. Thero is at 
such a momont a real sonse of the services 
rendered to the Empire, He is no longer 
merely the Prime Minister of Canada ; he ft 
on English statesman who, in his time, had 
sbown on a lesser stage gifts equal to those 
whichin the Imperial Parliament itself 
have mado groat reputations, For many 
years Sir Jobn Macdonald's name was hardly 
mentioned in England, save in connection 
with some political or diplomatic crisis, He 
so impressed his will and his policy upon 
Cannda that English rulers felt that Imperial 
interests wore safoin bis bands, and safe, 
without saying, they woro; safe, with ques 
tions of reciprocity and even of political 
union betwoen Canada and the United States 
in the air, With othor quostions of the fish 
eries more menacing still, the feeling in 
England was “still the samo—Sir John Mac. 
donald will manage it all somohow. Prob 
ably his political record is unique. To have 
governed a great colony for a quarter of a 
century; to have created a great common 
wealth under the name of the Dominfon and 
under the Crown; to haye, during all thir 
period, strengthened the tie between the 
colony and the Mother Country—what othe: 
English colonial statesman lias done suct 
work as this? So he passes away amid such 
anthems of grateful eulogy as echo about fou 
other graves,

Tons of Roast Beof, 


Two Thousand Carcasses Destroyed By 
the Burning of a Philadelphia Abattoir. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 16.—An electric 
light wire is responsible for a fire whic 
early this morning wiped out most of the 
facilities for supplying Philedelphia with 
city dressed beef, having burned out Uv 
main abattoir at the West Philadelphin stoch 
yards, together with two lorge refriperato: 
buildings used for storage. The abattoir 
longed to Martin, Fuller & Co. and had » 
capacity for slaughtering over one thousand 
head of cattle a day, Two thousand car- 
casses were roasted in the storage houses. 
The entire loss is estimated at $200,000, on 
which there is a partial insurance,

The answers are 
written on paper and hence great care is 
absolutely necessary to ayonl errors, as 
erasures Are not permitted. Each pupil in 
the senior class used twenty pages of 
foolscap, on an average, and as the classes 
ayerage twenty or more pupils, the amount 
of paper used can be estimated. Every 
paye was careful y corrected by theteacher 
in charge, the errors being plainiy inarked 
These papers form the basis for the formar 
tion of classes at the opening of next term, 
Pupils making ceriain aggregate are 
promoted into higher classes while those 
failing to reach the minimum mark must 
remain in the same class for another ses- 
sion. 

The total number in attendance during 
the term just closed was 260 one of the 
largest in the history of the institution, 
Some fifteen or more of the senior students 
will not return to school next September, 
as they have completed the alloted course 
and must give place to those waiting to be 
admitted. The accommodation at present 
is inadequate to the demand, and the 
government will soon have to make pro- 
visions for the increasing attendance. 

As is usual, before closing there was an 
an interesting exercise in the chapel of 
the institution on Monday when the super- 
intendent briefly reviewed the history of 
the session, and wished all a pleasant and 
profitable vacation. His administration 
ofthe affairs of the institution for ten 
years has resulted in much good to all 
concerned, aad hecan reasonably con- 
gratulate himself on what has been ac- 
complished. Several teachers and officers 
folloved witha few words of cheer and 
wishes foran enjoyable summer vacation, 
The trunxs had been pocked, locked and 
checked to their destination on Monday, 
Good-byes were repeated many times an:

I devoted the 
most of my timo for years in trying to un- 
derstand .God’s oternnl decrees, and L wre 
nined to find out why tho Lord let 
sin come into the world, and I set out to 
explore the doctrine of the Trinity, and 
with a yardstick to moasure tho throne of 
tho Infinite, As with all my predecessors, 
tho attempt was a dead failure. For the 
last thirty years I havo not spent two 
minutes in studying the controverted 
points of theology, and if I live thirty 
years longer I will not spend the thousandth 
partof a second in such exploration. I 
know two things, and those I will devote ali 
the years of my life in proclaiming—God will 
through Jesus Christ pardon sin, and he will 
comfort trouble, 

Creeds have thelr uses, but just now the 
church is creeded to death, The youn; 
mon entering the ministry are going to be 
Inunched in the thickest fog that ever sete 
tled on the coasts. AsIam told that in all 
our services students of Princetown and Un- 
ionand Drew and other theological semi- 
naries are presont, and as these words will 
come to thousands of young men who are 
soon to enter the ministry, let me say to 
such and through them to their associates, 
keep outof the bewildering, belittling, de- 
siroying and angry controversies abroed. 
The questions our doctors of divinity are 
trying to settle will not b> settled until the 
day after the day of judgment. It is such 
@ poor economy of time to spend years and 
years in trying to fathom tho unfathoma- 
ble, when in five minutes in heaven we will 
know all we want to know. Wait till we 
get our throne. Wait until the light of 
eternity flashes upon our newly ascended 
spirits. It is useless for ants on diforest 
sides of a mole hill to try to discuss the com- 
parative height of Mount Blanc aud Mount 
Washington. Let me say to all young men 
about to enter the ministry that soon the 
greatest novelty in the world will be the 
unadulterated religion of Jesus Christ. 
Preach that and you will have a crowd, 
The world is sick to regurgitation with the 
modern quacks in religion, Tho world has 
been swinging off from the old Gospel, but 
it will swing back, and by the time you 
young men gointo the pulpits the cry will 
be coming up from all the millions of man- 
kind, “Give us the bread of lifo; no sweet- 
ened bread, no bread with sickly raisins 
stuck here and thore into it, but old fashioned 
bread as God our mother mixed it and hated 
ie” 

You soe, God knows as much whon he 
mado the Bible as he knows now. He has 
not learned a single thing in six thousand 
years.

of trade, At the desiro and atthe expross 
wish of the United States Cabinet the Prosl- 
dent of the United States asked for the post- 
ponement of the informal conference and to 
meet ata formal conference in Washington. 
This was the first intimation for a long serica 
of years that the United States was willing 
to come toa fair trade arrangoment. This 
Government holds itself ready to most tie 
United States ina fair aud equitable posi- 
tion, and witha serious desire ty remove 
causes of friction and to give whatever {roo 
trade is compatible with the interests of, 
each country, More than that no self- 
respecting governinent should be asked to 
do, He was unwilling to go so far as toshut 
out trade with Britain. He was not willing 
for the sake of preseut advantages to forego 
the advantages arising froma long connection 
with the Mother Country. He was willing 
to enter into trade relations with the United 
States so far as consistont with the best in- 
terests of each country and consistent with 
us remainiug a part of the Empire—no 
further, He did not despair that after the 
conferonce in October trade relations would 
be found to be on a better footing. 
Savings Bank Deposits, 
During the year 1858-0 there was a net 
reduction of two millions in the doposits iu 
the Governmont savings banks. Tuis was 
not a loss to the country but merely a trans- 
ferral to the banks. The total Savings in 
1889 wore $176,000,000; in 1800, $

Paterson, carter, 
John Irwin, street sprinkler and R. A, 
Gre trix, baker, who will testify as to the 
advantages.

Gelland, carriage maker, Peterboro’ 
as well as several rigs inToronto, and 200 
rigs in ‘linneapolis have been using this

Hoved, however, by ignorant Chinamen 
dit Was rosolved to rua out the Jesuita, 
The attack wasmaito on the afternoon of 
Tuesday, May 12 A mob numbering several 
hundred surrounded tho Josult mission 
house, ‘Choy broke through the walla, 
drove out tho pricsts, pillaged the palace and 
sotdire to tho cathedral and othor bulldings. 

Attack on tho 5 Consutute, 

A tnob then proce wl to tho English Con- 
sulate and destroyed considerable proporty 
by throwing stones: Tho arriyal of Taotai, 
fh looal magistrate, and the coolness of the 
British Consul saved tho buildings trom 
bolug aot on fire, Tho Consul and his wife 
tscaped from the mob by drowsing in Chinese 
costumes, Thoy hurried to the Custom 
House and ombarked wity other foreign resl- 
donts in tho Chinn Navigation Company's 
receiving ship, 

A number of foreigners, headed by tho 
Consul, then armed thomselves ana passed 
the time at the Custom House and, assisted 
by ‘Total, repelled tho mob, who 
twiee during the night made an at 
tempt to loot and set on fire the Custom 
House nud residence of the foreign officials, 
The following moroing on immense crowd 
again sot flre to the Custom House and the 
surrounding buildings, but tho customs staff, 
fully armed, charged the natives and again 
put out the fires, 

In the afternoon three Chinoss gunboats, 
which were escorting Shen Ping Chong, the 
Governor of Anhoul,up river,arrived at Woo- 
Hoo. Whon informed of the riot the com- 
mander ordered the gunners to fire blank 
cartridges, which had the effect of frighton- 
ing the mob, Sono 200 soldiers arrived from 
‘Tal-Ping, and this lent additional protection 
to the foreign residents, 

Methodists Not Attacked, 

The mob dil not make any demonstra- 
tions against the American Methodist Epis- 
copal mission, but, advised by tho British 
Consul, missionaries from that point also 
embarked on the Tohsing, which took them, 
togother with the ladies and children of 
Woo-lHoo, to Shaughal, 

At Chian King the priests who escapod 
front Woo-Hoo in a boat were pickod up, 

Thero was only ono British man-of-war at 
the North China station at the time of the 
riot—the gunboat Linuet—and it was or- 
dered to proceed to Woo-Hoo, 

On May 16, four days after Woo-Hoo riots, 
the natives of Nyan-Kiug made an attack on 
the Roman Catholic mission thore, a rumor 
having reaohod thom that Taotal of Wuo- 
Hoo had forwarded n despatch to the 
authorities declaring that the stories about 
the missionaries were true, Tho priests suc- 
ceoded in keeping the mob off, and one of 


attacked, for a crowd equally large made a 
descent on the inland mission, near North- 
gate, but the Chinese authorities urrived in 
tine to preve t any serious damage. The 
crowd lingered about the missions during 
tho next two days, and the native women 
came to the orphauage to reclaim their 
children who wero loft thore, 
Threatened by the Frenoh, 

A French man-of-war was sent for and ar- 
rived on May 18, Captain De Jonquieros in- 
formed tho Governor of Nyan-King that if 
tho rioters did sot obey the mandates of the 
magistrate he would not hositate to take 
strong measures, The Governor responded 
that order would be maintained, 

On May 10 tho Gorman gunboat Iitia ar- 
rived and Captain Ascher lent bis influence 
to secure protection for the missionaries, 
Placards, however, had boon posted by the 
rioters announcing that the mission buildings 
would bo totally destroyed on Friday, May 
22. Placards also bad been posted in the 
Fronch quarter of Shanghai threatening the 
foreignors. 

Some of the Gaolis’s passengers brought 
the information that the natives of Canton 
had again broken out against the mission- 
aries in the burned mission situated on the 
banks of one of the rivers in the province 
and put to death all those connected there- 
with, Just before the Gnolic loft, it is 
stated, four of those murderers were put to 
death. 

Casos of abduction and murder are becom- 
ing numerous, Seyeral men and women 
have been enticod beyond the borders of 
Canton and held for ransom, If ransom were 
not forthcoming the unhappy victims are to 
be put to death,

BERLIN, Juno 2s.—Emperor William, while 
presiding at a Ministerial Council to-day, 
announced that he bad devisod a scheme for 
a lottery, by which he hoped to obtain eight 
million marks to be used in the work of com- 
batting slavery in Africa.

Toronto, June 25,—Mr, Joho Hamilton, 
butcher, was boating noar Kew Beach 
yestorday evening when he saw tha body of 
a man rolling in the surf. The body was 
recovered and conveyed it to the Morgue, 
where it now lies, The corpse was recognized 
as that of Edwin Smith, an old man of 64, 
who resided at 84 Parliament-street, Nothing 
was found on the body but a horn drinking 
cup. The deceased had been seen wapdering 
around Kew Beach on the afternoon of 
Tuesday, Smith bad been in ill-health for 
some timo past, and it is thought that the old 
man, getting tired of life, determined to ond 
it by drowning himself.

The first vote was taken on Mr. Taylor's 
proposal of a plobiscite, which was over- 
whelmingly defeated, The score stood 7 
yeas to 185 nays. 

Mr. Foster said that for reasons of his own 
he had not said much on the question of 
prohibition for the past few years. 
The report of the interview had 
by a deputation a few weeks ago scarcely ex- 
pressed his views As regards the principle 
of prohibition, he said he believed in it just 
as strongly as over, Moreover, he believed 
in the feasibility of the principle of probibi- 
tion. It was fensiblo and practicable under 
certain conditions. Tho difficulties are; 
First, the desire for intoxicants and stimu- 
lants oxisting in this and other civilized 
countries, The power of custom is another 
diMoulty iu the way of prohibition. This 
will have to be reformed and overcome 
before we can have prohibition. The money 
interest is another difficulty. Another strong 
difficulty was the enforcemeut of prohibi- 
tion. Tho difficulty of adjusting the revenue 
isa strong barrier. He denied emphati- 
cally that he ever stated that tho 
Joss of seven millions of revenue stood in the 
way of prohibition. He did not count one 
dollar against the happiness or well-being 
of ono man. No better thing could be done 
than toexchange the seven anda half million 
fora country blessed with tho happiness 
coming from prohibition. Nevertheless it 
wasa practical difficulty. The condition 
under which prohibition wos foasible and 
practicable was a bosis of a strong and pre- 
ponderating public sentiment in fayor not 
only of its enactment butits enforcement as 
woll. Can it be believed that this strong and 
preponderating sentiment exists from the 
Atlantic totho Pacific! The petitions in 
favor of prohibition were sincere and honest, 
but did not form a certain sign that the 
poople are ready. The chief  diffi- 
culty in the way of a referendum is 
that the majority of temperance people do 
not wanta plebiscite. Itis unusualand in- 
definite. Moreover, thore is the idea that the 
habit of reforring questions back again to tho 
people would deprive our institutions of tho 
responsible character. When he yoted on a 
previous occasion for immediate prohibition 
ho did it in a moment of weakness because of 
tho threat of adverse public opinion.

weeks since by two settlers living in. the 
neighborhood of anotherfine lake in North 
Hastings known as Baptists lake, the 
Indian name of which is Cinadawaunic ;

mounds evidently artificial, that led them 
to suppose they might ke the sepulture of 
some of the original possessors of their 
land ; and on examination they found 
their surmises to be correct, and many an 
interesting relic was exhumed by them. 
On referring to the Indians yet resident 
on this like, no waditions exist among 
them to throw any light as to the people 
lying interred on this spot, and the articles 
found Indicated that scarcely, if at all, had 
avy intercourse been formed with Europ-

croft The doctor thought he had been 
slain perhaps in battle, as the skull was 
apparently frantured on the top of the 
head. It was ina tolerable st.te of pre- 
servation, sufficiently perfect to show the 
cranial development, and that he was a 
young nan approaching the prime of life, 
as the teeth remaining were sound and 
not greatly worn, The region of the fore- 
head or percejtives was well developed but 


low and totally unintellectual, affording following for instance 


sufficient reasoning powers for a cunning 
mind, but no more, The rest of the head 
Harmonized with this character as those 
organs attributed to to secretiviness, caus 
tion, combativeness, etc, were dominant, 
whilst the great excess ofthe brain would 
lay in the base showing the owner to have 
been more animal than man. The next

City, 

Toronto, June 29.—The annual cricket 
match in which so much interest contres be- 
weon Upper Canada College and Trinity 
College School, Port Hope, was played hero 
Saturday and resulted in favor of the Upper 
Canada team by 8 wickets.
